To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Stockport. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Potts ,  and  Gentlemen , 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  and’ 
Treatment  of  School  Children  during  the  year  1921. 

Those  of  us  who  are  engaged  in  the  work  of  School  Medical  Inspection, 
not  only  in  this  Borough  but  throughout  the  country,  feel  the  great  loss  that 
we  sustained  through  the  death  of  your  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  H.  E.  Corbin, 
who  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  drawing  up  schemes  of  School  Inspection, 
and  who  was  at  all  times  willing  to  give  the  benefit  of  his  great  experi  :nce 
to  those  who  were  engaged  in  the  same  ’work. 

Dr.  M.  D.  Barber-Taylor  resigned  her  appointment  in  December,  1921, 
after  four-and-a-half  years’  efficient  service  with  the  Education  Committee. 

During  this  year  7,630  children  have  been  examined  in  the  Elementary 
Schools,  of  whom  5,372  were  those  of  the  Routine  Age  Groups,  viz.;  5,  8,  and 
12  years,  and  2,258  Special  Cases.  Of  the  5,372  children  examined  under  the 
code  groups,  1,852  cases,  or  34*47  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
one  or  more  defects,  and  575  children  were  marked  for  observation. 

The  total  number  of  individual  Elementary  School  Children  (Routine 
and  Special  Cases)  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officers  dining  the  year  was 
9,560,  whilst  the  number  of  individuals  having  defects  which  required 
treatment,  or  to  be  kept  under  observation,  wras  6,090. 

At  the  Secondary  Schools  667  Routine  Examinations  were  made,  and  19 
children  were  seen  for  Special  defects.  Of  the  Routine  cases  in  these 
Schools  127,  or  19’4  per  cent.,  required  to  be  kept  under  medical  obs  rvation. 

The  School  Nurses  paid  4,907  visits  t">  the  homes  of  children  with  a 
view  to  following  up  cases  with  medical  defects  and  securing  the  necessary 
treatment. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  discovery  and  remedying  of 
verminous  heads  in  the  Elementary  Schools,  girls  only  being  examined. 

The  Central  School  Clinic  at  108,  Wellington  Road  South,  is  open  daily — 
one  day  per  w*eek  being  devoted  to  refraction  work  for  defective  vision  and 
the  prescription  of  glasses.  A  Branch  Clinic  at  Reddish  is  held  once  a  week. 
4,030  children  attended  the  Clinic  (as  compared  with  3,635  in  1920)  with  a 
total  number  of  attendances  of  12,637  during  the  year. 

Under  the  “Provision  of  Meals  Act,  1906-1914, ”  65,259  meals  have 
been  provided  for  necessitous  School  Children  in  1921,  the  average  number 
of  Children  attending  the  Feeding  Centres  per  meal  being  117,  as  compared 
with  74  6  in  1920,  and  37’4  in  1919.

The  School  Dental  Clinic  was  transferred  in  May,  1921,  to  the  School 
Clinic  premises,  109,  Wellington  Road  South,  the  scheme  for  Dental  Inspec¬ 
tion  and  Treatment  of  School  Children  inaugurated  in  1920  continuing  to 
work  with  efficiency.  The  total  number  of  children  inspected  during  the 
year  was  2,989,  and  of  this  number  2,834  received  treatment. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  Report  I  have  received  the  willing  assistance 
of  your  School  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  W.  H.  Rowell,  to  whom  I  am  much 
indebted  for  his  valuable  help  duringthe  past  year.

THE  SCHOOL" .MEDICAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION  TO 
PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  various  types  of  school  buildings  in  Stockport,  their  accommodation 
and  equipment,  were  described  in  last  year’s  report.  Minor  improvements 
have  been  carried  out,  but  no  structural  alterations  have  been  done  (in 
accordance  with  the  circular-letter  from  the  Board  of  Education  dated  17th 
December,  1920). 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  children  are  examined  at  the  schools. 

A  fortnight  previous  to  the  intended  examination  the  head  of  each 
department  is  notified  that  the  inspection  is  about  to  take  place.  The  head 
teacher  is  requested  to  send  a  list  obtained  from  the  register  of  all  children  in 
the  department  who  fall  under  the  age  groups  given,  and  a  list  of  all  special 
cases  stating  the  possible  defect  for  which  the  child  is  to  be  examined;  also 
to  enter  upon  the  inspection  card  the  child’s  previous  illnesses,  to  weigh  and 
measure  the  age-group  children  (this  is  only  done  by  a  small  proportion  of 
the  head  teachers)  and  to  notify  the  parents  on  the  forms  provided  for  the 
purpose,  arranging  for  16  parents  per  hour. 

A  second  notice  is  sent  to  the  head  teacher  a  few  days  beforehand 
staling  the  date  and  time  at  which  the  examination  will  commence. 

An  assistant  is  always  present  with  the  Doctor  at  the  inspections.  Her 
duties  are  to  weigh  and  measure  the  children  when  this  has  not  been  done, 
*»to  help  with  the  dressing  and  undressing  when  the  parents  are  not  present, 
and  to  te3t  the  eyesight  and  hearing  (20ft.  whisper  test).  Routine  cases  are 
taken  at  the  rate  of  16  per  horn-.  Special  cases  are  seen  at  a  quicker  and 
more  variable  rate. 

If  the  parent  is  present  the  condition  of  the  child  and  any  necessary 
treatment  can  be  discussed  with  her;  if  not,  the  child  is  given  a  letter 
addressed  to  the  parent,  containing  a  printed  card  giving  the  defect,  the 
dangers  the  child  may  incur  if  left  untreated,  and  urging  treatment.  The 
days  cn  which  the  Doctor  may  be  seen  at  the  Clinic  for  consultation  or  treat¬ 
ment  are  also  given.  There  i3  no  disturbance  of  the  ordinary  school 
arrangements  during  the  inspections. 

During  the  year  227  visits  were  made  to  the  Elementary  Schools 
for  the  annual  inspections.  5,372  children  were  examined  as  Routines  under 
the  Age  Groups  (5,  8,  and  12  years)  and  2,258  as  Specials,  an  average  of 
33  6  children  per  school  session. 

Of  the  5,372  “  Age  Groups”  children,  1,852  or  345  per  cent,  had 
defects. 

In  addition  575  children  were  marked  for  observation.  Many  children 
had  more  than  one  defect,  1,937  defects  being  recorded  (excluding  uncleanli- 
-  ness  and  defective  clothing  and  footgear). 

Amongst  the  2,258  “Specials”  seen  at  the  schools,  1,250  had  defects 
requiring  treatment  and  616  required  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

(a)  Uncleanliness. 

Among  the  Routine  cases  11-30  per  cent,  of  the  girls  showed  a 
verminous  condition  of  the  head,  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year,  due 
partly  to  the  series  of  visits  paid  to  the  schools  by  the  nurses,  and  also  to  the 
teachers. 
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Hair,  if  not  kept  short,  ought  to  be  tied  back  or  plaited. 

Sores  on  the  head  are  invariably  caused  by  a  verminous  condition  of  the 
hair,  and  keep  cnildreu  ou:  of  school  for  considerable  periods  of  time. 

During  the  year  30  schools  were  visited  by  the  nurses  for  the  inspection 
of  heads.  Girls  only  were  examined,  Some  schools  were  inspected  at  three 
different  periods  in  the  year.

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  schools  for  this  purpose  was  428. 

(b)  Minor  Ailments  and  Skin  Diseases. 

Three  cases  of  ringworm  of  the  head,  9  cases  of  scabies  and  27  cases  of 
impetigo  were  discovered  at  the  school  inspections,  and  in  addition  18  cases 
of  other  forms  of  skin  disease  were  referred  for  treatment.  These  were 
mostly  of  a  non-contagious  type  (eczema  and  psoriasis). 

(c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Enlarged  tonsils,  or  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  found  in  381  cases  at 
the  Routine  Inspections,  or  7 '09  per  cent.  71  cases  (Routine  and  Specials) 
received  operative  treatment,  the  remainder  having  medical  treatment, 
combined  with  breathing  exercises,  and  improvement  of  general  health. 

292  Special  cases  were  seen  also. 

Other  defects  of  nose  and  throat  accounted  for  52  Routine  cases  and  87 
Special  cases. 

(d)  Tuberculosis. 

(a)  Pulmonary.  Four  cases,  or  0'07  per  cent.,  were  found  at  the 
Routine  Inspections  and  7  cases  were  marked  “  suspected.”  The  Special 
cases  showed  14  definite  cases,  also  21  cases  for  further  observation  and 
treatment. 

Tuberculous  Glands  occurred  4  times  in  the  Routine  Inspections,  whilst 
8  were  Special  cases. 

Other  non-pulmonary  conditions  occurred  in  10  cases. 

Further  reference  is  made  to  this  subject  in  the  later  paragraph  referring 
to  this  disease. 

(*J  External  Eye  Diseases. 

In  the  Routine  examinations  63  cases  (1'19  per  cent.)  were  found,  of 
which  blepharitis  accounted  for  35  cases.  Naturally  serious  eye  conditions 
nad  already  excluded  the  children  from  school. 

(/)  Vision. 

634  or  1L'8  per  cent,  of  the  Routine  cases  had  defective  vision,  98  of 
*hem  being  squint  cases.  These  cases  did  not  possess  glasses  or  required 
re- testing. 

In  addition  to  these  Routine  cases  785  cases  of  defective  vision  and  of 
«|uint  were  seen  as  Special  cases. 

This  total  of  1,419  cases  equals  7'94  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
children  on  the  School  Register. 

{tJ)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing . 

or  0'93  per  cent,  of  the  Routine  cases  had  otorrhcea  in  either  one  or 

h  ears. 
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107  or  l-99  per  cent,  of  the  Routine  cases  suffered  from  various  degrees 
of  deafness.  Many  of  these  were  the  result  of  untreated  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

(h)  Crippling  Defects. 

The  majority  of  these  are  due  to  infantile  paralysis.  When  seen  by  the 
school  doctor  they  have  usually  reached  a  stage  where  treatment  is  not 
satisfactory. 

FOLLOWING  UP. 

A  few  weeks  after  the  School  Inspection,  when  sufficient  time  has 
elapsed  for  the  Doctor’s  advice  to  have  been  followed  out,  the  home  of  each 
child  recorded  as  having  a  defect  requiring  treatment  is  visited  by  the 
Nurses  in  order  to  record  what  has  been  done  and  to  impress  on  the  parent 
again  the  need  for  treatment  and  the  methods  of  obtaining  it. 

Suitable  cases  are  given  appointments  at  the  Clinic,  either  for  treatment 
or  for  consultation  when  the  parent  was  not  present  at  the  inspection.  After 
the  Schools  have  been  re-examined  cases  that  have  not  yet  received  treat¬ 
ment  or  are  in  need  of  further  treatment  are  followed  up  again  at  the  homes 
by  the  Nurses.  Records  are  kept  of  all  visits  made  and  of  treatment  obtained. 

Notifications  are  received  from  the  Attendance  Officers  of  children  who 
are  cut  of  school  with  minor  ailments  and  who  are  not  under  treatment  by 
their  own  doctors.  These  cases  are  followed  up  in  the  homes  by  the  Nurses, 
directions  given  for  the  carrying  out  of  simple  treatment  at  home  where  such 
would  be  satisfactory,  or  the  case  is  urged  to  attend  at  the  Clinic. 

Home  visiting  is  also  necessary  in  connection  with  certain  of  the  cases  in 
attendance  at  the  Clinic. 

There  are  four  Nurses  on  the  Staff ;  one  is  engaged  full  time  in  the 
Clinic;  three  are  fully  employed  with  the  following  up,  and  with  the 
inspection  of  schools  for  the  cleanliness  of  heads,  attendance  at  the  Branch 
Clinic  ore  half-day  a  week,  and  the  clerical  work  in  connection  with  this. 

Occasional  visits  to  the  Manchester  Skin  Hospital  in  charge  of  the 
children  attending  fo  X-ray  treatment  are  also  made.  . 

During  the  year  4,907  visits  ha^e  been  made  to  the  homes.  1 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

At  the  School  Clinics  minor  ailments  only  are  treated,  and  spectacles 
prescribed  for  defective  vision. 

In  connection  with  the  School  Clinics  X-ray  treatment  for  ring-worm  is 
obtained  at  the  Manchester  Skin  Hospital  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  two 
guineas  per  case  by  the  Education  Authoiity. 

A  donation  of  ten  guineas  per  annum  by  the  Authority  enables  special 
cases  to  attend  the  Manchester  Royal  Eye  Hospital  at  the  discretion  of  the 
School  Doctors. 

Necessitous  cases  requiring  removal  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids 
are  operated  upon  at  the  Stockport  Infirmary,  a  fee  of  one  guinea  and  a  half 
per  case  being  paid  by  the  Authority.  The  parents  in  non-necessitous  cases 
are  required  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for  this  operation. 

The  Stockport  Blind  Institution,  assisted  by  a  grant  of  £50  from  the 
Education  Committee,  provide  spectacles  gratuitously  for  necessitous  school 
children  refracted  at  the  School  Clinic,  if,  after  enquiry  by  the  Superintendent 
of  School  Attendance  Officers,  and  confirmed  by  the  Institute,  the  financial 
position  of  the  parents  is  found  to  justify  such  gift. 

In  1921  the  number  of  spectacles  provided  free  was  232  pairs. 
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The  School  Clinic,  108,  Wellington  Road  South,  is  open  for  the  atten¬ 
dance  of  all  cases  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Fridays. 

On  Wednesdays,  refraction  cases  are  dealt  with,  whilst  on  Saturday 
morning  special  consultations  are  held,  mentally  defective  children  examined, 
etc. 

A  Branch  Clinic  is  held  at  North  Reddish  on  one  afternoon  a  week,  a 
Doctor  attending  fortnightly,  and  a  Nurse  weekly.  1,534  attendances  have 
been  recorded.  1921.  1920.

MINOR  AILMENTS  AND  SKIN  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  1,546  cases  of  skin  diseases  were  treated  at  the  Clinic 
(cases  going  direct  to  tbe  family  doctor  and  not  seen  at  school  or  Clinic  are 
not  recorded). 

1,076  cases  of  impetigo  were  treated  and  cured.  Only  55  cases  of 
scabies  were  treated,  a  satisfactory  decrease  compared  with  175  in  1920. 
The  average  length  of  treatment  was  28'6  davs.  No  central  cleansing

station  exists. 

56  cases  of  ringworm  body  were  treated  and  cured  in  an  average  length 
of  16*23  days. 

The  number  of  cases  of  ringworm  head  has  increased,  97  cases  in  1921, 
and  82  in  1920.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to  its  early  detection  at

The  five  cases  out  of  school  at  the  end  of  1920  have  been  certified  cured. 

Only  the  worst  cases  are  advised  to  have  X-ray  treatment.  It  is  found 
chat  parents  usually  prefer  other  treatment  to  be  tried  before  agreeing  to 
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X-rays,  but  this  increases  the  average  duration  of  treatment,  which  is 
64-25  days. 

Of  the  28  cases  uncertified  at  the  end  i  the  year,  5  are  being  treated 
independently  of  the  Clinic. 

Other  types  of  skin  diseases  treated  at  t.::i  Clinic  numbered  213  (eczema, 
psoriasis,  alopecia,  etc.). 

TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

673  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  referred  for  medical  or 
surgical  treatment.  71  cases  were  operated  upon,  26  under  the  Clinic 
scheme  and  45  otherwise.  199  received  medical  treatment  at  the  Clinic. 

The  actual  number  operated  on  is  larger,  as  many  cases  go  to  the 
hospitals  and  await  their  turn  to  attend  for  operation. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

1.  Pulmonary. 

Phthisis  cases  are  treated  either  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  or 
privately.  18  cases  were  seen  at  school  and  Clinic  and  referred  for  treatment, 
which  was  obtained,  one  going  to  a  sanatorium,

4  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints  Were  seen  and  received 
treatment. 

23  cases  of  crippling  due  to  tuberculosis  are  recorded  in  Table  III. 

EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASES. 

216  cases  received  treatment,  167  being  cured,  12  were  improved  and 
still  attending  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  7  had  been  sent  to  hospital.

Many  were  serious  cases  attending  daily  at  the  Clinic, 
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VISION. 

The  total  number  of  cases  seen  either  nt  the  schools  or  at  the  Clinic 
and  referred  for  refraction  were  1,419.  876,  or  61-7  per  cent.,  were  actually 

refracted,  and  glasses  prescribed  for  764  cases,  or  49'6  per  cent. 

-  Of  the  876  refraction  cases  816  were  carried  out  under  the  scheme  of  the 
Authority. 

Out  of  794  cases  for  whom  glasses  were  prescribed  only  479,  or  68-03 
per  cent,  obtained  them.  232  pairs  of  glasses  were  provided  by'  the  Blind 
Institution,  247  pairs  were  bought  by  parents. 

EAR  DISEASE  AND  HEARING. 

162  cases  of  otorrhoea  were  seen,  147  being  treated  at  the  Clinic. 
Great  perseverance  is  necessary  to  really  cure  this  condition,  but  many 
parents  do  not  and  will  not  realise  the  gravity  of  this  disease. 

67  cases  or  45-57  per  cent,  w^ere  cured,  24  cases  improved,  whilst  31 
ceased  attending.  10  cases  were  referred  to  Hospital,  and  15  cases  were 
attending  the  Clinic  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

195  cases  of  defective  hearing  of  various  grades  were  found,  due  to 
inflammatory  attacks  of  the  ear,  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  some 
purely  temporary  conditions. 

CRIPPLING  DEFECTS  AND  ORTHOPAEDICS. 

No  treatment  for  these  defects  is  given  at  the  Clinic.  37  cases  of 
rickets  were  referred  for  treatment,  25  cases  being  recorded  as  improved. 
Infantile  paralysis,  or  rather  the  after  defects,  is  fairly  common,  35  cases 
being -recorded.  The  parents  are  advised  as  to  treatment,  and  assistance  is 
given,  where  necessary,  in  obtaining  suitable  splints  through  the  Fearn’s 
Trust.  Five  cases  of  spinal  curvature  were  advised  exercises. 

NON-TUBERCULAR  CHEST  DISEASES. 

112  cases  of  bronchitis  and  bronchial  catarrh  were  seen  during  the  year. 
100  of  these  are  known  to  have  received  treatment,  34  being  cured,  and  56 
recorded  as  improved,  and  probably  eventually  cured. 

HEART  DISEASE  AND  ANiEMIA. 

There  were  16  cases  of  organic  heart  disease  amongst  the  Routine 
Cases,  and  30  amongst  the  Specials.  30  were  referred  for  treatment,  and  22 
are  recorded  as  receiving  treatment.  14  w'ere  distinctly  improved.  Treat¬ 
ment  is  obtained  either  from  the  private  practitioner  or  from  the  hospitals. 
99  cases  of  anaemia  of  varying  degrees  w’ere  found  at  the  routine  examina¬ 
tions,  and  29  special  cases.  Many  of  these  are  symptomatic  of  a  general 
debility  and  improve  with  cod  liver  oil  and  chemical  food  (not  provided  by 
the  Clinic).  A  total  of  98  cases  are  recorded  as  treated. 

NERVOUS  DISEASES. 

20  cases  of  Epilepsy  occurred,  6  only  receiving  definite  treatment, 

5  of  these  were  improved.  It  is  somewffiat  difficult  to  ensure  the  prolonged 
and  continuous  treatment  required  for  this  condition.  The  milder  cases 
attend  school. 
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25  cases  of  Chorea  were  seen,  and  24  are  noted  as  treated,  7  were 
considered  cured,  the  remainder  improved.  Again,  only  continuous  treat¬ 
ment  will  cure  this  condition,  and  it  is  not  ahvays  possible  to  convince  the 
parents  of  this  fact. 

22  Routine  and  11  Special  cases  of  other  Nervous  Conditions  were 
found  on  inspection.  12  cases  were  treated,  6  noted  as  improved,  and  2 
cured. 

OTHER  DISEASES  OR  DEFECTS. 

185  miscellaneous  defects  are  recorded,  165  being  recorded  as  treated, 
146  being  improved,  and  19  cured.  Tnis  heading  includes  enlarged  thyroids, 
hernia,  indigestion,  sprains,  etc. 

VACCINATION. 

2,479  children  or  46T4  per  cent,  of  the  Routine  cases  examined  were 
found  to  have  no  vaccination  marks.  The  figures  for  the  three  preceding 
years  were  47-32  per  cent. ,  42*4  per  cent.,  and  33-11  per  cent.  47*17  per 
cent,  of  the  entrants  were  found  unvaccinated. 

MALNUTRITION. 

316  or  5*88  per  cent,  of  the  Routine  cases  had  subnormal  nutrition 
(138  children  or  8*15  per  cent,  were  regarded  as  excellent).  The  remaining 
cases  weie  recorded  as  normal. 

OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

Full  reference  to  this  subject  was  made  in  the  Report  for  1920.  There 
ia  nothing  to  add  for  the  present  year. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

This  is  undertaken  by  a  teacher  in  the  respective  schools  who  has  paid 
special  attention  to  the  subject.  No  organiser  is  now  available  for  the 
Elementary  Schools,  as  Miss  Kerr,  the  past  organiser,  now  devotes  her  time 
solely  to  the  Secondary  Schools. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS  FOR  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

(Provisions  of  Meals  Act,  1906-1914). 

There  are  twTo  main  feeding  centres  in  the  town — Queen  Street  West 
Mission  Rooms  and  Charlesworth  Street  Cookery  Centre.  These  buildings 
Me  suitable  for  this  purpose,  centrally  situated  and  very  adequately  equipped. 
Atso  during  this  year  five  temporary  Centres — the  old  Grammar  School, 
R»*imont  Street  Mission  (Heaton  Norris),  St.  Thomas’s  C.E.  Parish  Room, 
St,  Peter's  School,  and  in  Swan  Street  Mission  (Port wood).  (The  last  three 
an*  now  discontinued). 

Children  are  recommended  for  free  meals  by : — 

(1)  School  Teachers. 

(2)  School  Medical  Officers. 

(3)  Attendance  Officers. 

T  ie  Superintendent  of  Attendance  Officers  enquires  into  the  financial 
*****  *  >!  parents  in  all  cases  with  a  view  to  part  payment  being  made, 
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otherwise  “free”  meals  are  given.  He  also  personally  supervises  these 
centres  and  consults  with  the  School  Medical  Officers,  who  pay  periodical 
visits  to  the  Feeding  Centres  and  supervise  the  diet  sheets,  etc.

The  children  attend  for  breakfast  and  dinner  on  five  days  a  week,  on 
Saturday  for  dinner  only.  Meals  are  provided  during  the  school  holidays, 
save  on  public  holidays,  when  the  catering  staff  are  away. 

Breakfast  consists  of  cocoa,  two  ounces  of  bread  and  jam,  treacle  or 

margarine. 

On  certain  mornings  porridge  and  milk  or  treacle  is  served,  but  is  not 
appreciated  by  the  children. 

Dinner  consists  of  meat  or  fish,  served  in  a  variety  of  ways,  with 
potatoes,  and  Yorkshire  pudding  or  some  form  of  milk  pudding,  etc. 

The  cooking  and  serving  are  good,  the  food  is  appetising  and  much 
appreciated  by  all  the  children.

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

(1)  At  the  School  Inspections . 

An  explicit  “  Notice  to  Parents,  Date  of  Medical  Inspection  ”  is  sent  by 
the  Head  Teacher  to  the  parent  of  any  child  who  is  to  be  examined  as  a 
Routine  case. 

The  parent  is  requested  to  have  the  child  present  at  school  on  that  Mate 
and  to  attend  at  the  examination.  Parents  may  also,  and  do  in  some  cases 
attend  when  a  child  is  only  to  be  examined  as  a  “  Special.” 

1,618  parents  or  21-59  per  cent,  attended  at  the  Schools  in  1921. 

Should  any  child  be  found  to  require  treatment  and  the  parent  is  nut 
present,  a  “  defect  card  ”  is  given  to  the  child.  Treatment  is  much  more 
easily  obtained  when  the  parent  is  present  at  the  Inspection. 

(2)  At  the  Clinic. 

With  regard  to  Children  attending  at  the  Clinic,  parents  come  with  them 
in  the  large  majority  of  cases  in  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  do  so,

(8)  In  the  Home. 

The  Nurses  meet  with  little  opposition  in  the  home  visiting.  Promises 
to  obtain  treatment  are  usually  given  after  the  Nurse  has  explained  its 
necessity,  though  refractory  cases  are  occasionally  met  with. 

CO-OPEEATION  OF  TEACHEBS. 

Teachers  assist  the  School  Medical  Staff  materially  by  preparing  lists  of 
children  to  be  examined  under  each  group.  They  also  select  any  special 
cases  about  whom  they  desire  information  and  advice. 

After  the  completion  of  an  examination  a  typed  list  of  names  and 
addresses,  with  defects,  is  sent  to  each  department  in  the  school,  and  the 
influence  of  the  teachers  is  exerted  in  urging  treatment,  if  not  already 
obtained. 

In  some  instances  they  interview  parents  who  are  invited  to  .see  them, 
and  convey  to  them  the  suggestions  of  the  School  Doctor.  They  encourage 
children  to  bring  with  them  and  to  wear  during  school  hour3  their  prescribed 
spectacles. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

Frequent  consultations  occur  between  the  School  Medical  Officers  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Attendance  Officers,  whilst  the  individual  attendance 
officers  also  visit  the  School  Clinic  with  reference  to  case?  of  illness  or  the 
absence  of  children  from  school.  This  system,  in  practice,  has  worked  well 
and  harmoniously. 

(1)  The  attendance  at  the  School  Clinic  of  special  cases  for  further 
dt tailed  examination  ( e.g .  mentally  defective  children)  is  supervised 
by  these  officers. 

(2)  Where  it  is  considered  desirable  for  the  school  attendance  office.? 
to  assist  the  School  Visiting  Nurses  in  following  up  recalcitrant 
cases,  and  urging  treatment  for  the  more  serious  defects,  such  help 
is  freely  given  and  has  proved  beneficial. 

(3)  The  necessity  for  the  provision  of  spectacles  for  children  suffering 
from  defective  vision  is  not  always  appreciated  by  parents.  In 
extreme  cases  pressure  is  made  by  the  attendance  officers  in  order 
to  ensure  attendance  at  the  School  Clinic  for  refraction,  and  the 
obtaining  of  such  glasses  as  are  not  provided  free  of  cost. 

CO-OBERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES, 

The  Stockport  Blind  Institution,  assisted  by  a  grant  of  £50  from  the 
Education  Committee,  provide  spectacles  for  school  children  refracted  at  the 
School  Clinic  gratuitously,  if  after  enquiry  by  the  Superintendent  of  School 
Attendance  Officers,  and  confirmed  by  the  Institute,  the  financial  position  of 
the  parents  is  found  to  justify  such  gift. 

In  1921  the  number  of  spectacles  provided  free  was  232  pairs. 

By  means  of  a  grant  of  £150  the  Local  Authority  supplement  the  efforts 
of  the  “  Feam’s  Trust”  (a  local  charitable  bequest)  to  provide  residential 
open-air  convalescent  treatment  for  debilitated  children. 
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All  cases  are  recommended  by  the  School  Medical  Officers,  and  the  Trust 
then  deals  with  their  actual  placing  in  the  homes.  Twenty-two  beds  arj 
provided  in  the  rural  districts  of  Ashford,  Cressbrook,  Edale,  Handforth, 
Mellor,  and  West  Kirby,  and  at  Cleethorpes-by-Sea.  Forty-three  children 
were  away  for  varying  periods  during  1921. 

The  Trustees  have  also  ten  beds  at  the  Ormerod  Homes  for  Convalescent 
Children  at  St.  Anues-on-Sea.  These  beds  are  occupied  by  heart  cases,  or 
other  more  delicate  children  selected  by  the  School  Medical  Staff.  Twenty- 
four  children  benefited  by  treatment  there  during  1921.  No  limit  is  placed 
upon  the  length  of  residence,  supervision  being  exercised  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Ormerod  Homes. 

Whilst  no  case  is  rejected  for  financial  disability  in  the  above  schemes, 
a  partial  contribution  is  expected  from  those  parents  who  are  in  a  position 

to  pay. 

The  “  Pearson’s  Fresh  Air  Fund  ”  has  assisted  materially  in  sending 
children  away  for  a  holiday,  each  child  being  medically  examined  previous 
to  departure.  Forty  boys  had  11  days  holidays  at  the  seaside,  whilst  1,000 
children  had  a  day  trip  into  the  country. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  “  Fearn’s  Trust  ”  and  of  certain  private 
individuals,  surgical  appliances  for  physically  defective  children  have  been 
provided  for  many  suitable  cases. 

There  is  in  existence  a  “  School  Attendance  Officers’  Clog  Fund,” 
'supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  administered  without  cost  by 
the  Education  Department.  It  is  a  means  of  supplying  many  poor  children 
with  efficient  foot-gear,  and  plays  a  part  in  no  small  way  in  the  voluntary 
schemes  of  help. 

In  the  past  year  312  pairs  of  clogs  were  provided  at  a  cost  of 
£126  5s.  3d. 

The  local  Officer  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children  occasionally  brings  children  (verminous,  etc.)  for  examination  at 
the  School  Clinic,  and  willingly  renders  valuable  assistance  in  investigating 
special  cases  referred  to  him  from  the  School  Clinic.  He  also  assists,  if 
requested,  in  urging  parents  to  obtain  spectacles  and  other  appliances. 

The  School  Medical  Staff  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
great  and  invaluable  assistance  given  by  the  above-mentioned  Institutions  in 
assisting  the  well-being  of  the  School  Children,  and  express  their  pleasure  in 
being  able  to  co-ordinate  with  them  to  a  marked  degree. 

BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

An  Annual  Census  of  children  in  the  Borough  under  school  age  is  taken 
by  the  School  Attendance  Officers. 

Any  child  of  school  age  suffering  as  above  is  examined  at  the  School 
Clinic.  Similar  cases  below  school  age  are  noted. 

No  Day  Special  Schools  are  available  in  Stockport. 

Blind  or  Deaf  Children  after  examination,  and  completion  of  the 
necessary  documents  are  sent  by  the  Local  Authority  to  Special  Residential 
Schools. 


YEAR  1921. 
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It  is  more  difficult  to  obtain  vacancies  in  Institutions  for  Mentally 
Defective  Children.  Two  such  cases  were  admitted  to  Special  Residential 
Schools  during  the  year. 

Cases  of  Imbecility  are  notifiel  to  the  Town  Clerk.  Thev  are  then 
referred  to  the  Lancashire  Asylums  Board  (this  town  being  within  their 
jurisdiction),  but  their  accommodation  is  limited.  Six  cases  have  been 
notified  to  the  Town  Clerk  this  year. 

As  regards  Epilepsy,  it  is  most  difficult  to  convince  parents  of  the 
necessity  for  continuous  treatment.  It  is  more  difficult  to  make  them  realise 
the  benefits  of  rt  sidential  treatment.  Two  cases  have  been  sent  to  a  special 
colony. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  children  of  the  Municipal  Secondary  School  have  for  several  years 
been  examined  on  entering  the  school  with  regard  to  fitness  for  games,  drill 
and  gymnastics,  and  swimming. 

In  1919  this  was  extended  to  a  full  inspection  based  on  the  same 
principles  as  the  examination  of  the  children  in  elementary  schools.  Children 
are  seen  on  admission  (i.e.,  11  or  12  years  of  age)  and  annually  after  12  years 
of  age.  The  High  School  for  Girls  was  also  included  and  has  now  received 
three  annual  inspections.  The  children  seen  were  aged  5,  8, 12  and  15  years  of 
age,  and  special  cases  were  also  examined.  A  nurse  was  present  to  assist 
with  the  dressing  of  the  children,  whilst  the  assistant  did  the  weighing  and 
measuring  and  the  testing  of  eyesight  and  hearing. 

At  these  examinations  all  the  girls  are  seen  by  the  Lady  School  Medical 
Officer. 

The  inspection  schedule  in  use  at  the  elementary  schools  has  been  used, 
but  special  points  (not  applicable  to  elementary  school  children)  are  inquired 
into  m  accordance  with  Circular  1,153.  The  attendance  of  parents  with  the 
girls  is  moderately  good,  and  small  points  of  personal  hygiene  as  well  as  the 
treatment  of  actual  defects  can  be  discussed  with  them  when  present.  The 
question  of  the  child’s  suitability  for  partaking  in  the  various  games,  drill  and 
apparatus  work  is  considered  in  detail,  especially  in  cases  of  slight  heart 
weakness.  Conditions  such  as  spinal  curvature,  fiat  foot  and  other 
deformities  are  referred  personally  to  the  respective  drill  mistresses,  and 
suitable  remedial  exercises  discussed  with  them. 

Fylde  Lodge,  Heaton  .Mersey,  has  been  opened  this  year,  each  child  in 
the  school  undergoing  medical  inspection. 

In  1921  nineteen  visits  were  made  to  these  schools,  667  children  were 
fully  inspected,  and  19  were  seen  for  a  special  defect. 

The  attendance  of  parents  was  20  per  cent. 

127  children  or  19‘04  per  cent,  of  the  667  required  treatment,  whilst  99 
children  required  observation. 

48  cases  of  defective  vision  and  squint,  and  24  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils 
and  adenoids  were  referred  for  treatment. 

No  tuberculosis  was  found,  but  8  cases  of  heart  affection  are  recorded. 
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27  per  cent,  of  the  children  were  unvaccinated.  No  records  of  treat¬ 
ment  are  available,  for  the  cases  are  not  followed  up  by  the  visiting  nurses, 
neither  do  they  receive  treatment  at  the  School  Clinic. 

A  list  of  all  defective  children,  showing  the  nature  of  the  defect,  is  sent 
to  the  head  mistress  or  head  master  of  each  school,  and  invaluable  help  is 
rendered  by  them  in  seeing  that  treatment  is  obtained. 

CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS. 

For  some  years  the  Class  of  Apprentices  in  the  Engineering  Trade  has 
met  in  the  Technical  School  on  two  evenings  per  week,  and  on  Saturday 
mornings. 

These  Classes  were  interrupted  considerably  during  the  war,  but  are 
now  making  satisfactory  progress. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  employment  during  the  past  twelve  months,  very 
few  Engineering  Apprentices  have  been  engaged  for  some  months  past,  and 
in  consequence,  the  1st  and  2nd  Year  Classes  are  somewhat  smaller  than 
usual,  but  the  3rd  and  4th  Year  Classes  have  maintained  their  numbers 
exceedingly  well.  It  is  expected  that  as  trade  improves  the  lower  Classes 
will  also  fill  up. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 


The  Juvenile  Employment  Bureau  has  continu- d  to  work  in  co-operation 
with  the  School  Clinic.  The  Supervisor  finds  it  to  be  of  great  advantage  to 
him  to  receive  the  reports  on  children  who  are  in  any  way  physically  or 
mentally  defective,  and  is  able  by  means  of  these  reports  to  deal  more 
expeditiously  than  otherwise  would  be  the  case  wfith  such  children  when 
they  make  application  for  wTork  after  their  fourteenth  birthday. 

Formerly  the  Care  Committee  gave  some  assistance  in  following  up 
such  case®,  but  during  the  last  year  or  twro,  owing  to  the  increased  staff  at 
the  School  Clinic,  this  has  not  been  found  necessary*.  This  Committee, 
however,  still  acts  as  the  Committee  for  the  Care  of  the  Mentally  Defectives 
in  the  County  Borough,  the  Supervisor  being  the  representative  of  the- 
Local  Education  Authority  on  the  South  East  Lancashire  Association  for  the 
Care  of  the  Mentally  Defective.  Many  visits  have  been  made  to  the  homes 
in  connection  with  such  cases,  and  some  assistance  has  been  given  in 
securing  admission  to  institutions. 

The  School  Clinic  has  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  Supervisor 
from  time  to  time,  in  medically  examining  and  reporting  upon  applicants  to 
the  Bureau,  w*ho  appeared  to  the  Supervisor  to  be  in  delicate  health.  The 
assistance  of  the  School  Doctor  has  always  been  cheerfully  given,  and  found 
to  be  very  valuable. 

The  following  figures  represent  the  work  of  the  Bureau  in  Stockport 
during  the  12  months  ending  July  81st,  1921  . —

MISCELLANEOUS. 

All  candidates  for  Minor  Municipal  Scholarships  tenable  at  the  local 
Secondary  Schools  are  medically  examined  before  the  examination. 

In  1921  there  were  115  Boys  and  101  Girl?  examined,  total  219.  No 
case  was  rejected. 

Six  certificates  were  given  after  medical  examination  to  children  licensed 
to  take  part  in  public  entertainments. 

Two  children  were  examined  and  given  medical  certificates  for  admission 
to  Industrial  Institutions. 

School  closure  during  1921  : — For  Infectious  Disease  nil.  Breakdown 
of  heating  apparatus  :  St.  Mary's  R.C.  (Infants’  Department),  March  9th  to 
ilth  ;  Reddish  R.C.,  December  5th  to  9th  and  12th  to  13th. 

In  April,  1921,  the  School  Doctor  examined  11  diphtheria  contacts  at 
the  North  Reddish  Council  School,  and  in  July  43  similar  contacts  at  the 
Central  Partial  Exemption  School.  No  case  was  infected. 

CLASS  FOR  STAMMERING  CHILDREN. 

During  the  period  September  to  December,  1921,  21  stammering 
children  received  instruction  from  a  specially  trained  teacher.  Two  classes, 
each  of  6  weeks,  were  held.  In  addition  a  “  following-up  ”  class  is  held  each 
Saturday  morning,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  children  take  advantage  of 
it.  A  School  Doctor  examines  each  child  on  entering,  recording  defects  in 
speech,  nervous  facial  contortions,  spasms  of  the  body,  etc.  At  the  end  of 
the  course  the  children  are  again  seen  by  the  doctor.  Result : —

It  is  considered  that  the  stationary  cases  suffered  from  lack  of  co-opera- 
tiou  in  the  home. 

SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER’S  ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1921. 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1921  I  do  so  feeling  confident  that 
great  progress  has  beeu  made  in  dental  matters  during  the  past  year. 

In  May,  1921,  the  Dental  Clinic  was  removed  from  25,  Tiviot  Dale,  to 
i08,  Wellington  Road  South,  which  is  the  School  Clinic. 

I  he  scheme  is  as  follows  : — 

INSPECTION. 

„  „  111  the  year  1920  routine  inspection  was  confined  to  the  children  of 

tj*  *  a-°d  8  years  of  age,  i.e .,  the  period  at  which  the  permanent  teeth  begin 
to  erupt.  r  ° 
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Fourteen  schools  have  been  inspected  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above  routine  cases  special  cases  are  seen  which  are 
referred  to  the  Dentist  by  either  the  teachers  or  parents. 

Short  lectures  are  delivered  at  each  School  on  the  Care  and  Cleansing 
of  the  Teeth. 

Bach  child  possesses  a  Dental  Examination  and  Treatment  Card  which 
will  contain  a  record  for  the  child  during  the  whole  of  its  school  life. 

Careful  examination  is  made  by  the  Dentist  at  the  school  with  a  mirror 
and  probe,  and  the  Nurse  notes  on  the  chart  the  following  details: — The 
date  of  inspection,  number  of  sound,  saveable  and  unsaveable  teeth,  both 
temporary  and  permanent,  and  also  marks  on  the  chart  which  teeth  are  to 
be  saved  by  filling  and  those  requiring  extraction. 

In  every  case  referred  for  treatment  a  printed  form  is  sent  to  the  parent 
in  order  to  obtain  consent  for  the  treatment,  and  no  treatment  is  undertaken 
at  the  Dental  Clinic  without  the  signed  consent  of  the  parent  or  guardian. 
In  about  90  per  cent,  of  the  cases  such  consent  is  given. 

CASUALS. 

%Apart  from  the  children  of  the  routine  age  groups  a  large  number  of 
children  over  8  years  of  age  come  for  treatment  either  as  a  result  of  toothache 
or  are  referred  for  some  special  reason  by  the  teacher  or  parent.  These 
cases  are  known  as  “Casuals,”  and  whilst  cases  in  pain  are  dealt  with  at 
any  time  by  the  Dentist,  it  is  not  possible  to  allow  these  “Casuals”  to 
interfere  too  much  with,  and  cause  arrears  in,  the  routine  work.  Arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  to  deat  with  as  many  of  these  cases  as  possible  on 
Saturday  mornings. 


TREATMENT. 

The  average  course  of  treatment  for  each  child  averages  two  visits  to 
the  Clinic. 

Extractions  are  always  done  before  fillings  in  order  to  ensure  a  clean  and 
healthy  mouth  before  the  filling  is  undertaken. 

Great  care  is  taken  to  avoid  the  removal  of  permanent  teeth  unless  this 
is  absolutely  necessary. 

Out  of  2,989  cases  inspected  2,474  were  referred  for  treatment,  which  is 
sufficient  to  indicate  that  the  state  of  the  mouth  and  teeth  is  very  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  in  the  large  majority  of  school  children. 

ANAESTHETICS. 

In  order  to  avoid  pain  as  far  as  possible  an  anaesthetic  is  employed  in 
all  extractions.  Only  local  anaesthetics,  however,  have  been  used — Novocain 
being  injected  for  the  extraction  of  permanent  teeth,  and  Ethylchloride 
sprayed  on  to  the  gum  in  case  of  temporary  teeth  extractions. 
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IRREGULARITIES. 


In  any  scheme  of  dental  treatment  it  is  important  to  see  that  the  child:; 
masticates  the  food  by  means  of  two  dental  arches  nicely  adapte  1  to  one 
another  and  not  by  means  of  a  certain  number  of  individual  teeth.  Apart 
from  the  question  of  appearance,  irregularities  are  of  importance  because:; 
they  affect  the  function  of  the  teeth  and  predispose  to  decay.  While  some 
minor  cases  of  irregularity,  which  can  be  dealt  with  by  a  few  judicious;  j 
extractions,  are  treated  at  the  Clinic,  the  more  serious  cases  are  sent  by  the 
School  Dentist  to  the  Manchester  Dental  Hospital,  These  cases  require 
considerable  time  and  skill  to  be  devoted  to  them,  and  the  thanks  of  the 
Education  Committee  are  due  to  the  Senior  Dental  Surgeon  at  the  Hospital 
for  the  treatment  of  the  cases.
